In Huge Contract Frauds

Waghington, Dec. 30. — (By the
Assoclated Prees.) — Benedict
Crowell, assistant secretary of war
under the Wilson administration,
and six "“dollar a year" men asso-
clated with the council of national
defense, were indicted here today
by the special grand jury, involv-
ing war frauds on charges of con-
spiracy to defraud the government
in construction of war-time army
camps and cantonments,

The others indicted are: Wil-
llam A. Starrett, Morton C. Ruttle,
Clemernis W. Ludoff, Clair Foster,
John H. McGibbons; James A
Mears: ’ =

The indictment charges a con-
spiracy to meladminster 'existing
laws and regulations; to control
the giving out of contracts to
friends, associates, and clients un-
der the "cost plus" system, which
it is charged, resulted in a loss to
the government of millions of doil-
lars and reduced the morsaie of la-

bor.

The indiciments are the first big
salvo~ in Attorney General Daugh-
erty’s attack on many war-time
contracts which the department of
justice holds to be frandulent. Oth-
